Insists Dinstein dropped probe

chem Arbel, one of Salman's depu- 
ties, who gave evidence before the 
Witkon Commission of Inquiry into 
the Netivei Neft affair yesterday. 

Dr. Dinstein has denied that it 
was he who decided to call off an 
Authority investigation into the af- 
falrs of Netivel Neft and the com- 
pany's general manager, Mr, Mor- 
dechai Friedman, scheduled to have 
taken place in March of this year. 
Mr. Salman elaimed that the order 

- to call off the investigation came 
from Dr. Dinstein, and Mr. Arbel 
was the only other person present 
at the time 

Mr. Arbel’s version of what hap- 
pened was similar to that told by 
Mr. Salman: Dr. Dinstein, he said, 
had told Mr. Salman to investigate 
the activities of Netivei Neft, but 
under no circumstances was Mr. 
Friedman to be told that the ini- 
tiative for the investigation came 
from him, 

Mr. Salman formed a team of 
three men under Mr, Arbel, and 
they planned to meet Mr. Friedman 
before golng down to the Netivei 
Neft fields in Abu Rodeis. They met 
Mr. Friedman in Tel Aviv, and ex- 
plained that they intended to con- 
duct a “survey” of his firm. The 
term “gurvey,” he said, was used 
because Mr. Salman had given ex- 
plicit instructions that they were 
not to conduct a “police investi- 
gation” of WNetivei Neft's affairs, 
but only to examine the company's 
stores and books. 


Friedman was busy 


“Friedman told us that at the 
time he was busy with the State 
Comptroller,” Mr. Arbel said, and 
asked them that the survey be 
postponed for six months. Mr. Ar- 
bel told the Commission that Fried- 
man had complained that “they 
have inundated me with investi- 
gatlong and I can't get any work 
done... I have no time for you and 
your surveys.” 

Mr. Arbel continued that he had 
told Mr. Friedman that it was im- 
possible to cancel the investigation, 
since it had been ordered by Dr. 
Dinstein himself. 

“Ah! excellent,” replied Mr. Fried- 
man, according to Mr. Arbel. “I am 
having lunch with “Zvi this after- 
noon — TH arrange things then.” 

Mr. Arbel claimed that later that 
afternoon, Mr. Friedman had phon- 
ed him and informed him that Dr. 
Dinstein had agreed to grant a post- 
ponement. This was later confirm- 
ed to both Salman and himself by 
the Deputy Minister, and when 
Salman complained that the inves- 
tigation shouldbe ‘tarried out any- 
way, Dr. Dinstein replied that he 
had already given his word to 
Friedman, and could not break his 
promise.

Mr. Arbel replied that he could 
still not accept the fact that his 
conclusions had been dealt with in 
so cursory ἃ manner.

Figures confirm European-slump

RRzPoRTS from Europe no longer 

leave any doubt about the eco- 
nomic slowdown taking place there. 
Though France is still doing quite 
well, and Britain is bracing itself 
for a modest revival, the overall 
growth in 1972 is expected to be 
substantially less than this year, per- 
haps about three per cent, ie. only 
half as much as in 1970. Moreover, 
the forthcoming recession exhibits 
some novel features which prevent 
its being treated by conventional 
anti-cyclic policies. 

Unemployment already ranges be- 
tween 0.8 per cent of the total 
labour force in Germany to over 
four per cent in Britain and Italy. 
(In the U.S. and Canada the rate is 
higher stil). Nevertheless the gov- 
ernments concerned are wary about 
applying reflationary measures, lest 
they bring in their wake increased 
inflationary pressure. Over the past 
three years, prices in most European 
countries have been rising at an 
annual rate of four to five per cent 
with wages advancing at almost 
double the rate. As @ result, most 
countries have generated abundant 
purchasing power, and industries 


catering for the consumer are more 
or less booming, ‘This boom, how- 
ever, has failed to bring about any 
solid expansion of economic acti- 
vity. Rather, it has given rise to

In his minority opinion Justice 
Kahn held that acceptance of the 
respondent's interpretation of sec- 
tion 26 would result in a repug- 
nancy to the general purpose of 
the Land Betterment Tax Law and 
to the special provisions contained 
therein with respect ito individual 
dwellings. 

For, he explained, the general 
Purpose of the law is to levy 8 tax 
on the increase in value of real 
estate at the time it is disposed of. 
In accordance with the respondent's 
interpretation, however, the tax 
would be levied, in the present case 
and similar ones, not only on the 
fucrease in price of the apartment 
but also on the consideratlon re- 
celved by the ceccased’s widow for 
renouncing her right of possession 
of the apartment. In other words, 
there could be cases where the tax 
would be levied (on the consi- 
deration for granting possession of 
the property) even if there were no 
increase in the value of the real 
estate between the date of the de- 
ceased'’s death and the date at 
which it is sold, or even if there 
were @ decrease in value during that 
period — and it was difficult to con- 
ceive that the legislature had had 
any such inteztion. 

As to the Special provisions of 
the law with regard to indlyidual 
dwellings, continued justice Kahn, 
they show that tt was the inten- 
tion of the legislature that the 
acquisition value and the sales 
value of such property be assessed, 
in general, in accordance with its 
value when unoccupied.

Alarmed by the poor showing of his pilots against the Israeli 
Mirages, the Soviet Air Force Commander Marshal Pavel S. 
Kutakhov flew to Cairo where he arrived to review the situation 
on the eve of the cease-fire along the Suez front. 

The Israclis do fiot like to talk about their last-ditch answer 
to a massive Egyptian invasion backed by Soviet missiles: and 
Soviet-flown MiGs. They would much prefer to entrust their 
defence to a powerful Air Force. But, despite the continuing 
embargo on the Mirages, the Israelis owe to France their posses- 
sion of the ultimate weapon to deter the Arabs from embarking 
upon their liquidation: the atom bomb. 

In 1960 an American U-2 spy plane retumed to its base in 
Spain with some interesting photographs. From the scorching 
sands of the Negev Desert emerged two shining gold cupolas. 
When American intelligence agents questioned Israeli scientists 
about this curious installation, the reply was: “It’s only a textile 
factory.” But the plant housed a nuclear reactor which employed 
over 4.000 technicians. It was built by France at Dimona near 
the Dead Sea in the heyday of her friendship with Israel. Fuel 
was readily available, as Uranium 235 was being supplied by 
the United States for a research reactor which was being used 
by Israel for medical purposes at Nahal Soreq near Tel Aviv. 

By 1964 Dimona’s annual output of plutonium was’ 17} 
pounds, enough to produce one small Hiroshima-type bomb 
every year. Foreign intelligence jin Israel has not delecied a 
reprocessing plant which is necessary to separate the plutonium 
from the used uranium fuel. But such a plant could casily be 
wueked awuy on a large site where buildings proliferate. India’s 
separation plant at Trombay, which is far bigger than anything 
Israel would need, was in operation for a year before the West 
became aware of its existence. 


Atomic potential 


Israel rejects suggestions that it is developing atomic weapons.” . 
But it stubbornly refuses to sign the Nuclear Proliferation Treaty ἢ 
despite constant pressure from the United States. Israeli leaders, 
including Premier Golda Meir, insist that their atomic develop- 
ment is intended solely for industrial and medical purposes. But, 
as one of Israel's most distinguished atomic scientists, Professor 
David Bergmann, remarks: “By developing atomic energy for 
peaceful purposes you reach the nucicar option. There are not 
two separate kinds of atomic energy.” 

Israel has not conducted any experimental nuclear explosions. 
Since these cannot be carried out secretly, Israeli scientists can 
only guess at the amount of lethal fall-out which would be 
generated by one of their atomic bombs. It is hard to believe that 
any power would deploy untested nuclear weapons. This is even 
more true of 1518 6] whose populated centres are so-close to those 
of its enemies that its own people would be dangerously exposed 
to the deadly nucléar dust released by an atomic blast. 

Thanks to France, Israel possesses the tools to make nuclear 
weapons. It has also obtained from France the means to deliver 
them. Before the Six Day War, when they were 51}}} Dassault’s 
most valued customers, the Israelis approached him with an 
unusual request, They wanted to develop a rocket which could 
be fired from a mobile ramp and could strike targets over 300 
miles away with almost absolute precision. With the approval of 
the French government a testing site was set up on the Iles 
d’Hyéres off the French Riviera and Iaunchings were made from 
Biscarosse on the Adantic cast. A series of successful shots 
were made with a margin of error of only 100 yards at a range 
of 350 miles. The French engineers were proud of their achieve- 
ment and called the project MD (for Marcel Dassault) 660. The 
Israelis dug into Jewish Biblical tradition and named it Jericho 
after the city whose walls crumbled at the blast of Joshua’s 
trumpets. MD 6605 blast. which was equivalent to 70 kilotons 
of T.N.T., was being developed in the closely guarded secrecy of 
Dimona. But in the spring of 1968 de Gaulle ordered the testing 
programme to be halted. Al the equipment was dismantled. The 
mobile ramp and a dozen rockets were shipped to Israel where 
they became available for assembly with nuclear warheads. Israel 
paid Dassault $20,000,000 for the MD 660 programme. 


Striking power 

"If Israel has produced a nuclear bomb or warhead annually’ 
for the past seven years, it now possesses the means to wipe out 
Arab power for at least a generation. Launched in the nose of 
a Jericho missile or dropped from the belly οἵ ἃ Phantom or 
Mirage, the Israeli weapon could destroy the enemy's military 
potential in minutes instead of the three hours required at the 
beginning of the Six Day War. Seven Hiroshima-strength bombs 
could wipe out Cairo, Alexandria, the Aswan Dam, Damascus, 
Amman. Baghdad and Beirut. All these targets are within the 
range of a Phantom from inside Israel’s pre-1967 borders. 

The Israelis reason that awareness of their atomic strength 
will completely deter the less aggressive members of the Arab 
camp from invélvement in a new Middle East War. For the 
Soviet Union to provide the more bellicose Arab powers, Egypt 
and Syria, with nuclear weapons would create political and mili- 
tary problems of such magnitude that the Israelis discount 
this risk altogether. The threat of direct Soviet nuclear retaliation 
would not operate as a counter-deterrent. For the Israelis would 
resort to the atom only-as a last desperate act of national suicide 
if they were confronted by the imminent annihilation of their 
state and people. : 

The Israelis trust they will not have to choose the fate of 
Samson tearing down the Temple or of the defenders of the 
Massada Fortress who, rather than yield to the Romans, died 
to the Jast man. With enough aircraft to defend, themselves, they 
would never ‘envisage the muse alternative.

jumbo flights

TEL AVIV. — Alitalia has ‘been 
forced to cancel three jumbo flights 
to Israel during the Christmas-New 
Year holidays. Some 1,200 passen- 
gers, including 300 Baptist pilgrims, 
who had booked with AlHtalia flights 
scheduled for Christmas Eve, De- 
cember 29 and January 6, will now 
have to forego their trip or book 
with other companies, because Is- 
rael’s Civil Aviation Authority is 
refusing the Italian national car- 
rier the extra landing rights for 
the giant aircraft, 

The reasons for the refusal, as 
The Jerusalem Post learned from 
well-informed circles here yesterday, 
is the long-standing bickering be- 
tween El Al and Alitalia, The two 
companies have been unable to ag- 
ree on fifth landing rights through 
Rome to Latin America for El Al 
on the one hand, and an increased 
flight frequency to Lod by Alitalia, 
on the other. Rights granted to the 
Italian carrier out of Lod include 
an option to fly to the Far East. 
This has, however, not been taken 
up by Alitalia to date; and its 
Far-Eastern flights skip this part 
of the world, flying non-stop from 
Rome to Bombay.
